Discredit OliiiicBe Reports 


Kempff's message formed the basis of 


a cabinet discussion. It discredits Min- 
ister Wu and the six great viceroys of 
China as reliable sources of information. 
The suspicion that the dispatches from 
"the Chinese officials yesterday were made 
•encouraging for a purpose, has become 
» practical certainity. 
The question 


now giving the most concern is, what 
hasbe'eome of the Peking legations? 


The dispatches yesterday, announc- 


ing^the safety of the Peking ministers 
•and ambassadors, came from Chinese 
•sources and there is no doubt but what 
there was a deliberate attempt to de- 
ceive the whole world. The object is 
.not known. 
. . 


Conger's Friends Alarmed. 


Friends , of 
Minister Conger, the 


"United States representative, are -very 
much alarmed. On account of the sys- 
tematic course of deception in this mat- 
ter, and the numerous false reports of 
•eafety," the very worst is' feared amotg 
the officials here. 


It it should turn out that all the 


foreign representatives in Peking have 
been murdered. • There will be some 
quick work in China, not at all pleasant 
to the present dynasty..

Others said that the . ministers had 
•t»een imprisoned. 


A dispatch from Shanghai says: 
"It 


is asserted here that Liu, the viceroy 
of Nankin, has received instructions 
from Pekin to inform the foreign con- 
suls here immediately that the lega- 
tions at Pekin 'have been arranging 
peace terms.' " In the house of lorda 
the premier, Lord Salisbury, referring 
to the relief of Vice-Admiral Seymour, 
said he knew nothing of the position 
of Sir Claude MacDonald, the British 
minister to China, or of the members oi 
the other legations in the country. He 
•thought, however, there was ground 
lor hoping that no violence had been 
done them, but even that, he added, 
could be stated only hypothetieally.

LEPROSY AMONG 


IDAHO VOLUNTEERS 


Returned Soldiers from Philippines Con- 


tract the Dread Disease 
Four 


Cases Develop at Boise, 


Boise City. Idaho, June 29—Leprosy 


has broken out among the Idaho volun- 
teers returned from the Philippines, ac- 
cording to a report made to the state 
health authorities. 
Great secrecy is 


maintained as to names and details. 


It is known, however, that four cases 


are being looked into, and that oue of 
these is beyond question leprosy. 
The 


victim is the son of an Episcopal clergy- 
man in Blaine county acd is now isolat- 
ed in the mountains near Wood river. 
He lives in a cabin and nobody sees him 
except the members of his family, who 
take him food and other supplies. It is 
said that his face is ar^ady in a horrible 
condition and that his voice ,is affected. 
The other cases are not so bad. 


If it is found that these four young 


men have genuine leprosy a leper colony 
will be formed, 
Another plan thfet has 


been suggested is to send them to the 
Utah leper colony. This is near.Logan, 
Utah, arid is made up of Hawaiians con- 
verted by Mormon missionaries. 


The Idano volunteers were exposed to 


leprosy over a year ago when they 
were campaigning against the Filipinos. 
Several of these soldiers recklessly ex- 
posed themselves, declaring at the' time 
that there was no danger to white mec, 
but the tropical climate and the insuf- 
ficient, often half .putrid, food that they 
were forced to live on did its work. No 
symptoms developed, however, until 
after the return home.

Camera Weeds 
and country sightseers invaded his 
place at Sagamore Hill and drove the 
candidate for the vice presidency almost 
frantic.

lawns and overrunning the spacious pi- 
azzas of his residence. In fact, he took 
it good-naturely. But 
whenever he 


popped his head out of a window or 
came around a corner, click went Othe 
shutter of a lightning camera. There 
wore hundreds of them. 


The persons, not content with snap- 


ping the governor followed Mrs. Boose- 
velt about the place and made the 
Eoosevelt children targets for their in- 
struments. 


When the children went bathing a 


small, army of nmateur and professional 
photographers persued them to the bay 
and snapped their instruments nt them. 
When they returned to Sagamore Hill 
they were still followed by the photog- 
raphers and were asked to "look pleas 
ant" while they played on the lawns. 


As the day 
progressed Governor 


Koosevelt became more and more angry; 
at last he said to the newspaper corres- 
pondents: 


"I regard this as gross vulgarity. If 


they try it again I will surround my 
grounds with men to keep all strangers 
off. 
If necessary I will take legal steps 
to prevent it." 


Governor Boosevelt left Oyster Bay 


on the first stage of a journey to Okla- 
homa City at 8:50 this morning. He 
will come direct to this city, where at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel he will confer 
with Senator Platt and Benjamin B. 
Odell, the chairman of the state com- 
mittee.

CHEERED BY THOUSANDS. 


Fire Run, Automobile Parade and Pag- 


eant Features of Yesterday's Car-

Milwaukee, Wis., June 29—The elec- 


tric pageant last night was the most 
brilliant and gorgeous spectacle ever 
seen here and as float after float passed 
along on the car tracks, propelled and 
lighted by electricity the crowds cheered 
again and again. Almost the entire 
population saw the parade and added to 
this multitude were the thousands of 
strangers in the city. 
After the parade 


the downtown streets were given over 
to throngs of merrymakers who threw 
confetti, blew horns and indulged in 
every form of harmless folly known to 
carnival celebrations. 


The Parnde Blew Up.

Crop reports from various sections of 


'Wisconsin, secured by the mercantile 
agency of E. Q. Bun & Co., through its 
private correspondents,indicate that this 
state Will fall considerably from last 
year's average, though it is generally 
admitted that a sufficiency of rain will 
make a great difference with evety pro 
duct except hay, which is practically 
ruined now in a great many districts. 


As nearly as can be 0gured the reduc- 


tion in the crop of the standard prod- 
ucts will be about as follows: Wheat 32 
per cent.; bats 30 per cent,; barley 22 
per cent.; rye, 24 per cent., and hay 62 
per cent." Potatoes will be an average 
crop as far as any estimate now made 
indicates, arid peas also, while tobacco, 
in those districts in which it is grown, 
shows no diminution in yield.

Roused by Execution .of General An and 


Kwon Young. 


Vancouver, B. C., June 29.—Accord- 


ing to Oriental advices the Japanese 
government is very angry at the secret 
executiqn of Gen. An Kyeng Su and 
Kwon Young Chin, former 
cabinet 


ministers of. the Korean government, 
and leaders of the progressive party, 
who were privately .strangled In the 
Seoul prison as traitors the night of 
/lay 27. 
Both, were concerned in the 


plot which culminated in the assassin- 
ation of Queen Min at Seoul in 1895. 
For the last four years they had been 
refugees in Japan, and returned to Ko- 
rea under the protection of the Japan- 
ese minister.
